plant. His researches have been iboth 
in the laboratory and out in the field 
among the cattle. He has studied the 
•plant and it® actions from every con­ 
ceivable angle. 
In its natural sta e the loco weed 
'is very damaging to cattle. Professor 
Sayre, a number of years ago, de­ 
cided after a series of analytical 
researches that the 'poison was not 
in the weed, but that it only became 
operative and active when It came 
into contact’ with some substance with 
in the stomach of the cattle, some 
reacting agency. 
No Poison In Weed. 
Recently the United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture, whose experts 
had for a long time been studying 
(the loco weed, decided that profes­ 
sor Sayre's theory of when the poi­ 
son became active Was correct; that 
I d was only harmful when joining 
certain acids of the cattle’s stomach. 
(Prof. ©ayre has found that the loco 
weed contains very 
high 
nutritive 
qualities. So he is ait work in an ef­ 
fort to cure the weed. so as to make 
these nutritive elements safely vail 
able. Cows eating the weed become 
greedy over it both because of its in­ 
toxicating nature, and its nutrition. 
What Professor Sayre is seeking to 
do Is to eliminate the harmful in­ 
gredient® cf :.be plant. He thinks this 
can be done, tout has not given out 
any of the details of 'his experiments. 
The loco weed growls abundantly and 
with 'Kittle moisture, and if it can 
be utilized, the addition to stock 
food will be imperian : and large.

Zelaya debarked from the Mexican 
Gunt>oa»; Gen. G uerrero this afternoon 
and left tonight fo r the City of Mex­ 
ico in a private car attached to the 
regular passenger train due in the 
Mexican capital 'W ednesday morning. 
Goes to Thank President Dla*. 
‘‘I am going to Mexico to rem ain 
for six m onths,” he said. "If the cli­ 
m ate agrees with me I will send or 
go for my family. If ft doesn't agree 
with me, I will go to a sm all place 
in Europe. lam going to the City of 
Mexico co i hank President Diaz and 
the Mexican officials for their kind­ 
ness to m e.” 
Zelaya w as accom panied by Luis 
A. Cousin, his fo rm er secretary of 
w ar; Robert C. Bowe, his secretary, 
and several friends. 
Discusses killing of Americans. 
Zelaya discussed the killing of Can­ 
non and Groce and the note of Sec­ 
retary Knox. He said*: 
Cannon and Groce w’ere engaged 
by the conservative party and were 
brought from G uatem ala by that par­ 
ty, which was* w ork'ng hand In band 
w ih Cabrera. .Vs hey never had any 
ground 'for accusing m e of any in­ 
fringem ent of the treaty adopted by J 
the ( e n tril Am erican Republics, they 
attem pted to create a cause and be- 
gan trying to instigate a m utiny and 
an arm ed rebellion in order to force 
. he United •States governm ent to in­ 
tervene. 
A s regards Cannon and Groce, no 
one else rn my position would have 
acted other than as I did. N either of 
chese men had any property in Nic­ 
aragua. Am ericans and o th er foreign, 
ers 
holding property 
in 
Nicaragua 
enjoyed protection at my hands, the 
sam e as nafivo!x>rn citizens. aiK lth ey

Warmly Welcomed by Mexicans. 
D uring the af, ernoon Zelaya 
was 
called upon by several M ex’can offi­ 
cials here, am ong whom was Juan 
Broiling, col lector of the port, who 
welcomed th e form er president with 
the words: 
‘‘I receive you 
like 
a 
brother.” 


Zelaya lef; M anagua accom panied 
by M inister C arhajalo of Mexico, who 
escorted birn aboard the G uerrero at 
Corinto. “I was a t prefect liberty at 
all 
limes and was not intercepted,” 
he said. “r boarded the Guerrero- in 
broad daylight on the afternoon of 
the 24th. The
